‘Boss’ takes over 

The Illinois Film Office estimates that "The Chicago Code" spent about 
$25 million locally and created 400 jobs. Chicago Film Office Director Rich 
Moskal said each episode cost roughly $2 million to produce. 

But because another series is in town shooting, the hole left by the can- 
cellation of the Fox series won’t be quite so gaping. Moskal said he believes 
"Boss," the new Starz series starring Kelsey Grammer as a fictional Chicago 
mayor, spends about $2 million per episode as well, tribune

On the bright side, Chicagoans will no longer have 
to get worked up about non-existent street loca- 
tions, Jason Clarke’s accent or the “Irish mob.” 

On the dark side, the news that Fox won’t 
renew “The Chicago Code,” the Shawn Ryan- 
helmed police drama set and shot here, means a 
whole lot of potential Chicago film industry pay- 
checks won’t be cut later this year. 

It’s a loss, officials said, but it’s not as if the city 
will be bereft of TV work, as might have been the 
case if a cancellation like this one had come five 
years ago. They painted a rosy picture of filming 
in the area and of “Code’s” impact. 

“We’re very disappointed,” said Betsy Stein- 
berg, managing director of the Illinois Film 
Office, “but there are lot of very positive take- 
aways. When Shawn Ryan decides to set a show 
in your town, that’s a big deal. The upside is that 
the show was super-high-profile because he is so 
revered in the TV industry” 

Ryan, the writer/producer from Rockford who 
gained prominence and Emmy Awards while cre- 
ating and running “The Shield,” spilled the beans 
to hitfix.com late Tuesday: “Code,” which had 
long been considered to be “on the bubble” for 
renewal, would not be picked up for next season. 

Although mostly well-liked by critics, it never 
found a large audience or even a growing one as 
it ran for n episodes this year. The final two are 
slated to run in the regular time slot the next two 
Mondays, Ryan tweeted, saying viewers should 
find a “satisfying” story resolution. 

Monday’s episode drew 5.7 million viewers 
and 4 percent of the adults age 18-49 who were 
watching TV That’s down from the 7.4 million 
and 6 percent who saw the second episode in 
February, although in general more people watch 
TV in February than in May 

Ryan did not immediately respond to an inter- 
view request, but his most direct comment on 
Twitter (where his avatar is Illinois in outline, the 
word “Rockford” beneath it) he acknowledged 
ratings just weren’t there. 

“It is a good show, the fox suits just don’t see 
it,” someone wrote. “Fox suits loved the show,” 
Ryan responded, “but have a business to run.” 

Later he found time for some gallows humor as 
his show found itself among Twitter’s most popu- 
lar topics of the moment: “Hey! #ChicagoCode 
is trending! Oh, wait ...” 

And this: “Only good news about #TheChica- 
goCode cancellation: Now I have time to guest 
star on the Season Finale of The Office with ev- 
eryone else.”

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A transit 
challenge 

Incoming CTA boss Claypool, Mayor-elect Emanuel 
face an uphill battle in transforming transportation

Mayor-elect Rahm Emanuel and the political 
reformer he selected to run the CTA, Forrest 
Claypool, have their work cut out for them. 

Safe, clean, on-time, courteous and effi- 
cient. That’s the CTA’s mandate, printed on 
the face of every Chicago Card that is tapped 
hundreds of thousands of times each day onto 
the fare-payment pads on buses and rail sta- 
tion turnstiles. 

But on a daily 
basis, CTA service 
is inconsistent, rid- 
ers and experts said. 
Providing reliable 
transportation on 
buses and trains that 
don’t break down 
regularly; making sure 
bus-stop times pub- 
lished on CTA route maps are executed as 
closely to the schedule as possible; and imple- 
menting a no-tolerance policy about lingering 
nasty odors in rail stations are a few of the 
basic requirements that generations of CTA 
customers have called for and CTA managers 
still are trying to achieve. 

Claypool, a frequent rider on the Brown 
Line, said Wednesday that his first priority 
must be to get a handle on CTA finances and 
start plotting a strategy to get more money to 
improve the system’s infrastructure. 

“You can’t continue to use capital money 
for operating expenses,” Claypool said at 
CTA headquarters. The transit agency has 
shifted more than $200 million in capital 
funds toward operating expenses in the past 
two years to cover a chronic budget hole. 
Meanwhile, the backlog of CTA facilities in 
poor shape is growing, officials said. 

Claypool also cited the burden of repaying 
the state tens of millions of dollars borrowed 
to avoid a fare hike and help keep CTA buses 


THE MAIN ISSUES 

» Aging infrastructure: The transit agency 
has identified $10 billion in needed mainte- 
nance over the next five years to bring the 
system to a state of good repair. But the ex- 
pected funding totals only about $3 billion. 

» Expanding service: Passenger demand is 
growing and exceeds CTA capacity during 
peak travel periods on many rail lines and 
bus routes. 

» Unstable funding structure: Public sub- 
sidies account for about half of the CTA 
operating budget. But wide fluctuations 
in revenue generated by sales taxes and 
Chicago’s real estate transfer tax cause a 
perennial CTA budget crisis. It also is uncer- 
tain whether the state of Illinois will meet its 
$1.3 billion capital-funding commitment to 
the CTA over the next five years. 

» Escalating costs: The CTA projects costs 
for labor, employee benefits, energy, se- 
curity and other categories will increase in 
2011. TRIBUNE 



and trains running during the recession, when 
sales tax revenue relied on by Chicago-area 
mass transit agencies plummeted. 

“There are some real financial challenges,” 
Claypool said. “I think we have to focus on 
that first, and then if we get that right, other 
good things can come.” 

When he lifts his head from budget docu- 
ments, one easy fix Claypool should make in- 
volves demanding that CTA service planners 
pay closer attention to shifts in neighborhood 
population, said Phyllis Palmer, a longtime 
South Side resident who depends on the CTA. 

Palmer lives in the Golden Gates com- 
munity near Altgeld Gardens and rides the 
No. 34 South Michigan bus almost from end 
to end, starting at 130th Street and getting off 
at the Red Line 95th Street terminal, where 
she transfers to the train heading downtown. 
The bus is always crowded, and more service is

needed, Palmer said. Like many South Siders, 
she endures some of the longest commutes in 
the city, often requiring several transfers to 
reach her destination. 

“CTA reduced the number of buses when 
the Chicago Housing Authority buildings 
were emptied out,” Palmer said. “But rider- 
ship increased as people relocated to new 
homes, and now you’ve got a serious jam with 
all the people and the baby strollers. It’s a re- 
ally easy fix if the CTA would look at it.” 

The opposite problem exists elsewhere on 
the CTA system. Too much service, apparent 
by the near-empty buses, is being run in some 
South and West Side neighborhoods where 
CTA scheduling has not caught up with the 
closing of factories and other businesses in 
recent years, said Adam Kerman, who heads 
a CTA watchdog group. 

“The CTA never caught up with job transi- 
tions, keeping bus routes in place even after 
the market dried up,” Kerman said. “They 
need to do a proper study of where people live 


versus where they work and then probably re- 
design a number of bus routes, especially the 
farther south you go.” 

Although Claypool likely will enter into 
tough negotiations with CTA unions about 
contract concessions and possibly grapple 
with a fare increase to balance next year’s 
budget, these matters won’t by themselves 
accomplish the goal of better service, experts 
said. 

“The new CTA leadership must start think- 
ing about the differences between transit as a 
basic service and what the discretionary 21st 
century transit rider wants— modern, clean, 
safe stations and rail cars,” said Randy Blan- 
kenhorn, executive director of the Chicago 
Metropolitan Agency for Planning. 

“Claypool’s challenge will be maintaining 
and modernizing the aging system that must 
keep operating for the next 30 years, while 
attracting new riders with the same level of 
comfort and security they have in their auto- 
mobiles.”

The ‘Shore’ comes to U. of C.

Nicole “Snooki” Polizzi just might be the Anna 
Karenina of the University of Chicago this fall, 
when professors will debate her, students will 
dissect her and journalists will examine the 
ways in which she and the other cast members 
of MTV’s “Jersey Shore” influence and repre- 
sent American culture. 

“I think Jersey Shore’ is really fascinating,” 
says David Showalter, 21, a third-year student 
who got funding for a “Jersey Shore” scholarly 
conference, set for Oct. 28. “I thought that 
there was a lot of interesting material to cover.” 

Possible topics, from the application Show- 
alter submitted, include “Gender roles, gender 
performance, and normativity or, Why do the 
guys cook and the girls fight?’ ” and “The con- 
struction, localization, and performance of eth-

Some of the confirmed speakers, he said, in- 
clude Brian Moyian of Gawker Media, Candace 
Moore, a University of Michigan professor, and 
members of The Onion’s AV Club. Showalter 
says most of the response so far has been posi- 
tive. 

People have “been, at the very least, curious 
and intrigued,” he said “There’s been little if 
any outright negative reaction.” 

Showalter said he applied for funding in the 
winter and found out a couple of months ago 
that he’d secured it. Last month, he began 
getting in touch with possible speakers. The 
Facebook page “The UChicago Conference 
on Jersey Shore Studies” already had more than 
460 confirmed attendees as of Wednesday af- 
ternoon.

The CTA board on Wednesday approved the purchase of 160 signs that 
will display Bus Tracker information at bus shelters across the city 

There will be at least one sign at each ward, the CTA said, and signs 
will be placed at downtown Metra stops to encourage riders to take the 
CTA. 

The signs will display four lines of text with arrival information specific 
to the location of the bus shelter, the CTA said. 

Bus Tracker began as a pilot project in 2006 and routes were added over 
three years. A feature that allows riders to get Bus Tracker information by 
text was introduced in 2009. 

The funds for the signs were made available through a Regional Trans- 
portation Authority and federal grant, the CTA said. 

Luminator Holding was awarded the one-year contract for more than 
$1 million for the initial purchase of signs. The CTA has the option to 
purchase up to 2,050 signs for up to five years. 

JC Decaux, which owns many of the bus shelters around the city, was 
awarded a separate $687,300 contract to install, maintain and remove the 
signs.

Fatal shooting at Bridgeport store 

Police were searching for a robbery suspect after 
officers gunned down his companion as the two 
held up a convenience store in Bridgeport early 
Wednesday.

The two officers quickly entered the store and 
one of the suspects opened fire, Camden said. 
One officer returned fire, killing the suspect, he

Feds: Clean up Chicago River 

The Obama administration is ordering an ambi- 
tious cleanup of the Chicago River, a dramatic 
step toward improving an urban waterway treat- 
ed for more than a century as little more than an 
industrialized sewage canal. 

In a letter obtained Wednesday by the Tribune 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency de- 
mands that stretches of the river must be dean 
enough for “recreation in and on the water” a 
legal term for recreational activities including 
swimming and canoeing. The order also ap- 
plies to two connected waterways, theCal-Sag 
Channel and Little Calumet River. 

If state officials fail to adopt more stringent 
water quality standards, the “EPA will promptly 
do so itself” by invoking its authority under the 
federal Clean Water Act, the agency’s top water 
official told Lisa Bonnett, interim director of the 
Illinois EPA. tribune

U.S. raid uncovers 
bin Laden’s journal 


Data and documents taken from the 
compound show that messages from 
Osama bin Laden did make it out of the 
compound to other members of al-Qaida, 
a U.S. official says. 

“There are strong indications there is 
back and forth with other terrorists,” the 
official said. 

U.S. officials have said they view the 
raided compound as the al-Qaida leader’s 
“command and control center” but had 
not explained before why they believed 
that to be the case. 

“These are not just the writings of an el- 
derly jihadi,” the official said. 

The source said there is evidence of two- 
way written communications demonstrat- 
ing that not only was bin Laden sending 
messages, he was getting responses as well.

The bell tolls 
for Atlanta

The foundation for the Bulls’ atypical 
Game 5 victory formed late in August. 

That’s when, a month before training 
camp, players both old and new began 
trickling into the Bcrto Center. 

They came to learn Tom Thibodeau’s 
offensive and defensive systems— and 
each other. 

And right away, Thibodeau and his staff 
knew one of their ideal scenarios could 
become a reality. 

“Once we saw that, we figured we had a 
pretty good bench,” Thibodeau said. 

The Bulls will advance to the Eastern 
Conference finals for the first time since 
1998 if they win Thursday's Game 6, and 


depth has played a major role in the sea- 
son-long success. 

Few teams go 10 deep in playoff games* 
Fewer still have all five starters play the 
entire first quarter, dominate it to create 
a 15-point lead and then have bench play- 
ers finish the game. 

That’s what happened in Tuesday 
night’s 95-83 victory over Atlanta, mak- 
ing the triumph distinctive for reasons 
beyond Thibodeau’s never-before-used 
defensive fourth-quarter rotation of Der- 
rick Rose, Luol Deng, Ronnie Brewer, 
Omer Asik andTaj Gibson* 

“Our bench came ready, and it just 
shows the depth of our team,” said Joakim 
Noah, who stood and cheered throughout 


the fourth quarter. “They got on a roll* We 
desperately needed this game* It was the 
biggest game of the season, and for them 
to do that, it just shows the strength of 
this team.” 

The defensive prowess of Asik, Gib- 
son and Brewer, and Gibson's n fourth- 
quarter points, threatened to overshadow 
what the starters accomplished early. 
Deng scored n first-quarter points, Rose 
added nine and Keith Bogans had eight as 
the Bulls blasted out of the gate* 

Thibodeau has played 10 players all sea- 
son* Way back at this season's start, Brian 
Scafabrine and James Johnson were even 
in the rotation* The names have changed, 
but the philosophy has not.

“You have ideas of what you would like 
to do, but you’re never quite sure until 
you get into camp and see how everything 
works,” Thibodeau said. 

“Because we had so many new guys, we 
weren’t sure. That’s why I thought guys 
coming in early to get to know each other 
and learn our system really helped. And the 
preseason was really critical for us. We had 
an opportunity to see how guys played to- 
gether, what worked well. 

“I think having a productive bench is 
important. We’re very fortunate to have a 
guy like Kurt {Thomas} also. We have five 
bigs who can really play And we needed 
him with the injuries we had early on.” 

Indeed, Gibson ably replaced Carlos 


Boozer when Boozer didn’t make his sea- 
son debut until Dec. i. And Thomas back- 
stopped a stout defense as Noah missed 
30 games to thumb surgery from mid-De- 
cember to late February 

Tuesday’s surprise fourth-quarter ro- 
tation served in part as a response to the 
Hawks closing Game 4 with a 16-4 run that 
featured myriad defensive breakdowns. 
The first 10 points of that run all came on 
layups and dunks. 

Thibodeau has utilized an offensive- 
based rotation featuring Boozer and Kyle 
Korver throughout much of the season 
and all of the playoffs. 

Korver has struggled defensively against 
the three-guard rotation the Hawks close 


games with, and Boozer failed to rotate 
several times late in Game 4. 

Nevertheless, Thibodeau, while leav- 
ing slight wiggle room, sounded as if he 
planned to go back to his normal rotation 
for Game 6. 

“We go back to what we always have 
done,” he said. 

“We’ve basically done this all year: If one 
group gets going, we’ll ride them a little bit 
longer. It just happened to be at the end of 
the game. But we’ve relied on everybody. 
And we need everybody 

‘As the game unfolds, if there’s foul trou- 
ble, an injury or something’s working well, 
we’ll ride that a bit longer. But we’re not 
going to change who we are.”

Luckily, it’s the reverse 
with The Bedford, a bar and eatery in the 
basement of the old MB Financial Bank 
building at Ashland Avenue and Division 
Street. With Mark Steuer (Hot Chocolate, 

The Gage) in the kitchen and Peter Gugni (former 
Bacardi brand mixologist and bartender at The Drawing Room) handling 
drinks, The Bedford oozes potential as both a dinner destination and a 
late-night hangout, a la Old Town Social or Longman & Eagle. 


Lulu Belle’s Pancake House (3819 N. Southport Ave. 
773-975-5858) is now open in Lakeview.

While some publications wait weeks or 
months to review a new spot, we have no 
qualms with getting in there right away 
First night or 50th, they’re taking your 
money just the same, right? But open- 
ing night at The Bedford was one of the 
rockier starts we’ve witnessed in a while. 
With obscene drink waits at tables and 
a line of people held outside because the 
staff couldn’t keep up inside, it was hard to 
believe they had practice runs— let alone a 
highly publicized preview dinner with seats 
doled out via Twitter. 

Considering the promising talent behind 
the place, it just didn’t add up. So we waited 
a week and returned— a grand total of four 
times — to give The Bedford a fair shake 
at showing us it wasn’t bankrupt from the 
start. 

There’s no denying that this is an 
awesome space. And huge. From lounge 
seating inside the ultracool vault to booths 
backed by safe-deposit boxes to stools along 
a long bar, The Bedford has room to spare 
(or rent— talk about a killer private party 
space). One drawback: Some cellphones 


don’t get service inside this basement space, 
so you might have to go all 2002 and actu- 
ally plan to meet at a set time rather than 
the text-you-when-we-get- there routine. 

Not all servers have the game down. 

One server overheard a neighboring diner 
wishing he had more bread to sop up the 
creamy broth from the mussels ($8 for a 
half order, $14 for full) and summoned more 
from the kitchen (brownie points!), 
but at our table, we weren’t 
clued in when we ordered a 
beer off the draft list that 
was actually by the bottle 
(not OK). 

Dishes sound good on 
paper, but need tweak- 
ing in practice. Scallops 
($7/$ 15) were plump and 
tender, but their pals on the 
plate— mushroom and leek 
ragout finished with Pernod, 
pickled fennel and fennel-frond 
pesto— were just plain salty not the nu- 
anced play of flavors we expected. (We 
later realized we weren’t the only ones who 


thought so when we overheard a tipsy girl 
shout, “The scallops are salty,” on her way 
into a cab.) Disappointingly we didn’t eat 
another dish that was memorable enough 
to return for. House-made tater tots served 
with hanger steak and blue cheese-creamed 
chard ($13/$ 24) were bland potato croutons 
rather than the potentially addictive bites 
we expected; pork tenderloin with 
English pea gremolata and 
apricot mustard ($12/$ 21) 
didn’t wow with its sub- 
dued flavors. 

The bar snacks 
weren’t much better. 
Oversalting struck 
again with the 
deviled eggs ($1.50 
each, though the 
powdered bacon was 
a fun touch). And while 
our party is rarely the kind 
to leave food untouched, the 
fried chicken wings ($8)— drenched 
in a ramp buffalo sauce with a slimy green 
glisten that was especially unappealing— 








remained squarely on the plate after our first bites. The 
sauce had no kick and was overpoweringly herb-y 

There's a reason they've cut back the cocktail list. 

On opening night, the cocktail list included six house 
creations. Shortly after, it had been cut back to three. 
From the inconsistency we saw in the drinks, the switch 
wasn’t surprising. The Jackknife Judy ($11) poured 
opening night was a strong whiskey drink, but balanced 
and smooth. A week later, the same cocktail tasted so 
strongly of Cynar (an artichoke liqueur) that it was al- 
most medicinal. (To the staff’s credit, our server took the 
drink off our bill when she noticed it we hadn’t finished 
it.) One bright note? The Cucumber Cooler ($9), made 
with gin or vodka, lime, simple syrup and cucumber, 
was simple, refreshing and solidly made each time we 
ordered. 

Bottom line: We really want to like The Bedford, but 
it still needs some time to figure out how to operate with 
ease. If the food and drinks don’t rise to meet the memo- 
rable setting, it’s destined to be that cool place with the 
bank vault that you went to once but won’t bother going 
back to again.

Slow down, conclusion-jumpers: Kristen Wiig and Melissa McCarthy consider “Brides- 
maids” to be neither a wedding movie nor a chick flick. 

“We did not write this movie specifically for a particular audience,” says Wiig, who stars 
in and co-wrote the film opening Friday “We didn’t say, like, 'We’re going to make this just 
for women to enjoy’ ” 

Co-star McCarthy agreed, noting that “a lot of the wedding comedies” focus on lightweight conflicts. 
“The/re written as if the women are ii,” the Plainfield native says. “I’ve never had a fight about nail pol- 
ish; I don’t know any woman who’s gotten in a fight about nail polish. Then {in such films] there’s little 
bottles being thrown.” 

In the film, partially set in Chicago but filmed in L.A., Wiig plays a woman who puts her professional 
and romantic woes aside as the maid of honor to her life-long best friend. McCarthy plays the most 
forthcoming, least glamorous of the bridesmaids. At the Peninsula Hotel, “Saturday Night Live” veteran 
Wiig, 37, and “Mike and Molly” star McCarthy 40, (both alums of L.A. improv group the Groundlings) 
pleaded for faster-moving showers, longed for mustaches and recommended not stressing out the 
bride— until after the wedding. 



What advice do bridesmaids need to hear 
that people don’t often tell them? 

Kristen Wiig: I would say if you’re not getting 
along with someone in the wedding party or 
maybe you just met someone, maybe they’re 
pushing your buttons a little bit, don’t tell the 
bride. It’ll stress her out. 

“FYI, AM is being a huge bitch.” 

KW: I know, I wouldn’t {say anything}. Be- 
cause she will want everyone to be happy and 
she’ll stress about it. Tell her everything that 
bitch did after. 

Melissa McCarthy: All the things people tell 
her {are} really important, like, “The linen 
color is really important,” no, it’s not. 

KW: “The M&M’s at the table have to match 
the shoes of the flower girl.” 

MM: You ’re about to get married. It’s so fun; 
just have a really fun time. 

KW: It’s a party after a romantic ceremony 
MM: It’s just about you guys. It’s not the linen. 

What’s a tradition that needs to change as 
far as the “over-the-top-ness,” as you say, of 
weddings? 

KW: I think opening the gift in front of 


everybody {at showers} has to change. ’Cause 
everyone’s having a good time, they’re having 
champagne, and then it’s like, “Gift!” And 
everyone sits around and you can’t talk and 
everyone says ‘Aww” and you pass around 
every gift. And it takes a really long time and 
it makes me have a panic attack. 

How do you fix that? 

MM: Just open ’em later and send a thank 
you. It’s OK; it’s OK. And I want people to 
stop having 15 events for their wedding. The 


wedding is the event. “I want the pre-break- 
fast, and the pre-lunch and then the wed- 
ding brunch and the pre-wedding brunch.” 
There’s 15 events before, then the wedding, 
then— I only heard about this like two years 
ago for the first time— 

KW: Then people have brunch after— 

MM: “We’ll see you tomorrow at the post- 
brunch!” And I was like, “{Bleep} you!” 

KW: “No, you won’t.” 

MM: “No! No!” So after, not just the rehearsal 
dinner, 15 things leading up to it, after the 


wedding the next day brunch. {I want to say} 
“I think you’re all great; I am tired of you.” 
KW: ‘And I don’t have another dress.” 
{Laughs.} 

MM: ‘And I don’t have another dress!” I don’t 
know, when my husband and I got married 
we were like, “See ya! You’re all great but ...” 
We wanted to go on our honeymoon. But 
people are still milking it for another thing. 
It’s just turning into like a $30,000 event {per 
person}. 

People will definitely note the way Judd 
Apatow-produced movies often don’t pay 
much attention to women, yet those aren’t 
characterized as “guy movies.”

Graham says “As I Lay Dying” deals with the fallout of original 
vamp Klaus’ ritual, particularly how the Seooby gang tries to save 
Damon (Ian Somerhalder) from that werewolf bite, which is fatal to 
vampires. After seeing a screening of “Gone with the Wind,” a hal- 
lucinating Damon— werewolf bites will do that— struggles to keep 
his memories of evil vamp Katherine (Nina Dobrev) in 1864 separate 
from the danger faced in the present by Elena (Dobrev). 

‘A lot goes down until the very last minute,” said Graham, adding 
that even the actors find it hard to believe show runners Julie Plec and 
Kevin Williamson can pack so much into each episode. 

In its second season, “TVD” has delivered a weekly dose of grip- 
ping suspense and a hugely creepy vibe, not to mention throwing 
shocking curvcballs at favorite characters while introducing intrigu- 
ing new arrivals to Mystic Falls. 

Chief among those newbies has been Elijah, one of the original 
vampires who used Elena to find his devious brother, Klaus. Plec and 
Williamson weren’t sure they’d keep Elijah around aU season, but they 
were so happy with Daniel Gillies’ performance they did. 

The veteran actor says he feels lucky for the opportunity. 

“I’ve never played anything that’s had such a following, and believe 
me, I know there are some pretty entitled young actors out there who 
think they’ve got it coming to them,” he said. “But I’m 35 and I feel 
very blessed to be doing this.” 

Elijah’s betrayal of his seeming allies may have thwarted their plan 
to stop Klaus from becoming a vampire-werewolf hybrid, but it likely 
means one good thing for new fan favorite Gillies: Elijah (and Klaus) 
will be back next season. 

“It’s awesome,” he said. “I love playing this character.”

Here’s to the browns' 1

Sometimes when you arrive home at 
the end of a long day all you’re looking 
for is a beer that tastes good. 

Brown ales long have served as a sort 
of gateway beer into the craft brew 
world for many a beer geek. But many 
quickly abandon the style for the next 
big thing. The reason brown ales hook 
craft-beer newcomers is the same rea- 
son beer fiends lose interest, said David 
Yarrington, Smuttynose Brewing Co.’s 
director of brewing operations. 

“Their flavor profile isn’t that un- 
usual,” he said. “They don’t take much 
getting used to. They’re not too hoppy 
They have a malt profile that has choc- 
olate and caramel notes, which are fa- 
miliar flavors to most people.” 

But that doesn’t mean the style isn’t 
worthy of a second look. Without over- 
the-top hops or unusual ingredients, 
brown ales are about balance and sub- 
tlety 

The template for many American 


craft breweries’ brown ales is Newcas- 
tle Brown Ale, a well-balanced, reddish- 
brown beer with sweet caramel and tof- 
fee notes and a dry nutty character. 

But as with nearly everything 
touched by craft brewers, Americans 
often put their own spin on the style. 
“We make it bigger in body alcohol and 
flavor,” said Larry Bell, owner of Bell’s 
Brewery, which brews Bell’s Best Brown 
Ale. 

Perhaps no brown ale epitomizes the 
American take better than Flossmoor 
Station’s Pullman Brown Ale. 

Brewed with seven different malts, 
three types of hops, hand-toasted oats 
and molasses, the beer is full-bodied 
with bold coffee, chocolate and caramel 
notes and a hint of sweetness. 

“There’s a lot going with this beer,” 
head brewer Bryan Shimkos said. “It 
has a complexity that is hard to pin- 
point to any one flavor.” 

But even so, it isn’t extreme. It’s just a 
good, tasty beer.
